An overfall memorandiueQ Sttmmarizing the activities of 
the Section on Criminal Law and other mititers that we kept in touch 
with is being prepared. This was the first experience which Messrs.

! connection, I am attaching a list of Bureau personnel who are members of the ABA. 
I think we should start grooming some one now as an alternate we can eventually 
work into the ABA and I have two reconmiendations. 

(1) Supervisor Dwight J. Dalbey, who is presently assigned to legal 
research in the Training and Inspection Division, has previously been assigned to 
the Crime Records Section. DaU>ey is a member of the Bar. He has practiced 
law prior to coming into the Bureau. He is a scholarly type person who makes an 

i excellent impression. While he can handle himself well on his feet, he would 
not be the rough and tem^^ type should a real controversy develop, however, I 
think he could handle himself adeqpiately. His photograph and brief are attached. 

(2) As an alternative, I would suggest Herbert E. Hoxie. Hoxie 
lis presently assigned to the Crime Records Section. In my opinion he is a 

comer. He is a member of the Michigan Bar. He is now joining the ABA. 
[Prior to coming into the Bureau, he was secretary to Michigan State Supreme 
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Court Justice E. R. Boyle who was exceedingly high in his praise of Hoxie when 
we investigated him for appointment as an agent. He has been in the Crime 
Records Section since February, 1955, his record has been excellent, he is 
above average in intelligence, in enthusiasim and he makes an exceedingly good 
appearance and he has a dogmatic detern[iinatlon that is refreshing.

While I could handle the situation in Dallas, I do feel that we should 
use this as an opporttmity to get someone broken in and my first recommendation 
would be the designation of Dalbey with Hoxie as an alternative.

These narrative comments are in justification and support of the 
OUTSTANDING performance rating for Mr. John P, Mohr, Assistant Director 
of the FBrs Administrative Division covering the rating period from April 1, 
1956, through March 31, 1957.

Thare la attached a memorandum on SamuaUi)aah which raflaeta 
the resulta of a check of the Bureau's files and probat>ly Qie worse thing that can 
be said of Samuel Dash Is the fact that he has been conducting a surrey of vlrt- 
tapplng for the Pennsylvania Bar Association financed by the Ford Foundation. 
I>%ah baa contacts the Bureau in the past and has appeared to be not unfrlMdly. 
Daah's viewa on wiretapping are not unsound. He has expreaaed himaelf to the 
^ect that he iMlieves that wiretapping should be permitted by public officLala only 
and under strict regulations. Of course, the question is what he meana by "under 
strict regulations. " 

Bennett proposes for the program on Monday, August 25, at the 
Los Angeles meeting the subject "The Public Defender" with the Chief Justice 
aa the suggested moderator. For Tuesday, August 26, as indicated, Benaatt 
suggests aa a subject "What Is a Fair Trial?" with the moderate to be selected. 
The subheadings that Bennett suggests under "What is a Fair Trial?" are: 
(1) "The Values and Dangers of Scientific Crime Detection Devices, " which he 
thinks Sam Dash should handle. (2) "What Price Conviction I" Under this sub- 
heading Bennett suggests a discussion should be had as to the limits to which an 
ethical prosecutor can go In obtaining conviction. He said it would include, 

i presumably, discussion of entrapment, suppression of favorable evidence, jury 
selection, and appeals to emotion, use of informers, etc. (3) "What Price 
Acquittal!" Under this subheading would be discussed just how far couoael for 
the defense could go in securing acquittal, such as, what are legitimate courtroooi 
tactics, use of various tricks to improperly influence the jury, fixed wttneaaea, 
p6oay insanity pleas, etc. (4) "Responsibility of News Media and Fklr Trial. " 
He said under this title could be discussed how far the news media shoald go la 
reporting the trial, whipping up public prejudices, etc. He refers apectflcaUj 
to the Roman Holiday that occurred in the papers in the Lana Turner caaa. Be 
admits that this program for the second day needs further thought and tiM aukjiteii 
to be covered deprad somewhat on who could be obtained as speakers. Xe aagsaata 
the possibility of Congressman Emanuel Celler and Congressman Kenneth Keatiag,

Mr. Bennett pointed out in his communication that copies have been

Mr. Nichols made his objections to Bennett's proposed program 
known in a letter to Rufus King dated May 12, as well as in a letter to Jim 
Bennett on the same date.

An article which speared in the "New York Times" 
(m June 22, 1958, isaproperly si^llbuted a tabulation of certain 
crimes t»:ike FBI. The tabulmn in the news item was completely 
inaccurate and prompt ednslderation shoidd have been given to 
possible aureau action Ul the situation.

In response, the Administrative Division advised by memorandum 
dated 8/28/58 that a survey of expense accounts submitted by Bureau personnel 
covering the months of May, Jime, and July, 1958, disclosed that 219 Agents 
had used their personally owned automobiles on official business driving 
90, 265 miles and being reimbursed $8, 795. 60. This includes travel on 
transfers. 

Eighty-one of these Agents operated their cars on. official 
business during two or more of the months covered by the survey. 60,170 
miles were travelled. A total of $5, 808. 40 was expended for reimbursement. 
The average per Agent per month for such reimbursement was $21; 12. 
The Administrative Division in referenced memorandum set forth the controls 
exercised. The Director observed that we did not have effective control and 



directed Inspector Malone to look into this project.

AUTHORITY FOR GRANTING TRAVEL VIA PERSONALLY OWNED AUTOMOBILES 



Authority is contained in Manual of Instructions, Part XL, 
Section 2, page 4, which states in substance, the Special Agent in Charge 
may authorize use of personal automobiles for travel within the division 
of which he is Special Agent in Charge or to Washii^ton, D. C. , for In- 
Service and return. Use of personal automobile for travel outside the division 
is authorized by the Bureau. 

I The Manual contains no provision for approval of an SAC^s 

use of his personal automobile. 

Additional authority in specific cases of Bureau personnel 
for travelling to Quantico for lectures wherein reimbursement at 5^ per 
mile is authorized is contained in Executive Conference Memorandum dated 
5/2/56. This latter memorandum also points out that liaison Agents who 
drive their personally owned cars on liaison assignments in and around 
Washington, D. C. , are reimbursed at 10^ per mile. The Administrative 
Division memorandum of 8/28/58 discloses that such vouchers averaged 
approxi mately $12. 00 per month per Agent using his personally owned car. 
By memorandum 6/9/58 from Mr. Mohr to Mr. Tolson, in connection with 
parking spaces in the courtyard of the Justice Building, it was pointed out 
that due to limited space it was not possible to assign additional Bureau 
cars for use of liaison Agents nor was it possible to permit such Agents to 
park in the courtyard. No change is being recommended in the 5^ per mile 
rate for lecturers at Quantico and no restriction, other than Division Head 
approval, is being recommended in the case of liaison Agents.

\Jhe Administrative Division prepares quarterly and annual 
automobile reports on the operation of Bureau cars and mileage paid for use 
of personal cars on official business. These reports are designed to detect 
rising costs by field offices. In addition, special reports are prepared for 
individual field offices at periodic intervals for the use of Assistant Director 
J. P. Mohr in discussions with SACs while in Washington and for use of 
Inspectors in conducting field inspections. A portion of these special reports 
is devoted to Agent travel by personally owned automobile and sets forth 
mileage and costs in the particular Division for three or four fiscal years. 

I However, these reports do not contain any average for all field offices by 
v^ich a comparison can be made. 

The Administrative Division periodically issues SAC Letters 
directing the attention of the field to the necessity for full utilization of 
automotive equipment. The last such admonition to the field is contained 
j Jin Section D of SAC Letter 55-70, dated 11/8/5 5^ which generally covers 
I 'the matter of economy. This letter contains the following quotation: "Bear 

I in mind increased mileage allowance of 10^ a mile is higher than cost of using

The brief in this instance was prepared by 
Assistant Clerical Supervisor in c harge of the Personnel Briefing, SAC Memoranda and 
Agent Reallocation Unit. She cannot recall how the error occurred but it is probable that 
she misinterpreted an abbrevia tion of Minneapo lis, thinking it was Miami. Although this 
lis the second instance in which ] [ has been responsible for an error of this 

[nature, it can be said that over a period of years she has been one of the most reliable 
briefers in the unit. She is extremely regretfui. that .the error occurred. 

SA Supervisor L. L. Davidson approved this brief in the absence of the 
Unit Chief, who was on extended sick leave at the time. Mr. Davidson had no excuse 
whatsoever for failing to detect this error and indicated he is deeply sorry that erroneous 
information was furnished to Mr. Tolson and the Director in this instance. It might be 
noted that SA Davidson personally prepared a 21 -page summary of the Chicago Office 
under the same date^ to which the b rief of ASAC Handley* s file was attached. This summary] 
reflected that Handley was assigned to Minneapolis and not to Miami. In fact, the entire 
summary was error free. Mr. Davidson has been under extreme pressure during recent 
weeks while handling all of the supervisory responsibilities of the unit in the absence of 
the Unit Head and has been endeavoring to handle all of the responsibilities expeditiously 
and competently. It is realized he slipped up in this instance and in the case involving 
the erroneous e .listing of SAC Simon in Newark when he had been transferred to Los Angelefi 
In the past his work has been unusually accurate and this matter has caused him great 
concern. He has given definite assurance that he will double his efforts to insure 
against errors in the future. With the return of SA Hereford from sick leave on Monday of 
this week, it is hoped that the situation will be corrected andjhere will not be any^^ '
